manager objected to their use until 
McCarty overruled him. 


It is generally conceded that tho 
burning of the Burns arena added the 
only needed blow to put a quietus 
the boxing game in the province of Al­ 
berta. 


C. R. Mitchell, acting premier of 
Alberta, said the law which prohibits 
professional fighting in Alberta, would 
be rigorously enforced. 


He has been approached by men in 
every walk of life, many of whom at­ 
tended the bout, urging him to take 
steps to discontinue boxing in A1 
berta. 


W arrants were Issued for the ar­ 
rest of Tommy Burns, who staged last 
Saturday’s bout in which Arthur Pelky 
killed McCarty; William MjcCarney, of 
Philadelphia, McCarty’s m anager; Ed 
Smith, the referee, and several train 
ers and attendants.

failure, as had first been announced, 
It was anticipated that the hearing 
would be adjourned, awaiting the re 
suit of the coroner’s inquest. 


Dr. Mosliier, who conducted the au­ 
topsy, will lay his findings before Cor­ 
oner Costello’s jury, and it is expected 
that body will reach an early decision.

J. Frank Lerew Takes His Life* 
J. Frank Lerew, aged 45 years, a form­ 
er resident of Bermudian, this county, 
was found dead with his throat cut and a 
razor by his side in his home, at Harris­ 
burg, Monday, by a detective who was 
hunting him with a warrant. 
Lerew had 
been threatening for several weeks to kill 
himself, and Monday morning he threat­ 
ened to murder his wife and tw’o daught­ 
ers. 
He went upstairs to get the razor 
and his wife and daughters, running out 
of the house, sought police headquarters. 
When the detective, who was assigned to 
the case, broke into the kitchen of the 
Lerew home, he discovered Lerew’s dead 
body lying in a pool of blood, with his 
throat cut from ear to ear. 
Lerew, who, 
it is believed, was demented, had been 
drinking to excess for a considerable 
length of time, and it is stated that he had 
some financial trouble. 
In Harrisburg he 
had been engaged in real estate operations. 


It is stated he became abusive to his 
family as* they were arising from the 
breakfast table at their home at 9 a.m . 
He .said to his wife and daughters, thirt- 
teen and seventeen years old, ‘T in going 
to kill you with a razor; wait till I go up­ 
stairs and get. it.” 
The women fled from 
the kitchen and Lerew, after getting the 
razor, locked himself in the room. 
J. 
Frank Lerew was born near Bermudian 
and was widely known in that section. 
For a period of ten years he conducted a 
general store at Bermudian. 
Five years 
ago he removed with his family to Harris­ 
burg 
His father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Solomon Lerew, who survive him, 
also removed from thereat the same time. 
The suicide owned several farms in Wash­ 
ington township, York county. 
Besides 
his parents, he is survived by two sisters, 
Minnie, who lives with her parents, and 
Alice, wife of Rev. Mr. Sliellenberger, of 
Harrisburg, who was formerly pastor of 
the Reformed charge at Bermudian, also 
by a brother, Harper Lerew, in the West. 
Deceased at one time conducted a saddle 
and harness establishment in Hampton. 


A Bold Robbery.

It is a big task, and thft manner of its 
| accomplishment is the story of a tribute paid to 
one of the noblest sentiments that has ever been 
lodged in the breasts of a people. 


In that attempt, since 1900, for instance, the 
United ^States government has supplied free of 
charge 150,000 headstones to mark the graves of 
soldiers and sailors who have done her service. 
To the cemeteries of the great cities, to those 
of the quiet hamlet, to those on the borderlands 
of 
civilization, 
these 
headstones 
have 
gone. 
This Memorial day they offer themselves to a 
scattered multitude as fitting places for the be­ 
stowal of floral wreaths. 
The unmarked graves, 
through the efforts of the government, are grow­ 
ing fewer. 


In the national cemeteries alone there are the 
i remains of 154,000 unknown heroes who have met 
• death in the defense of their country, and who 
; must, because of the loss of their identity, be 
denied individual recognition. Yet the nation has 
| exhausted every resource in attempting to find 
the names of these heroic dead. 
The very futil­ 
ity of these deaths, from the standpoint of the 
credit received by the men as individuals, calls 
forth a sentimental appreciation of their service 
that overshadows that accorded the men with the

Every effort is being made to prevent the re­ 
currence in the future of the tragedy of the "un­ 
known" grave. 
At the war department army 
regulations have been drafted and put into execu- 
I tion that are so rigid that in the future it will be 
impossible for the soldier who fights for his coun­ 
try to fail of identification wherever he may fall. 


Above all this, the government has developed 
a system of careful and generous disposition of 
the remains of the dead soldier or sailor that 
offers the greatest possible recompense to the 
aggrieved and the best possible chance for the 
perpetuation of the memory of the gloriously 
dead, for the remains of any man who dies in 
the service, wherever his end may come, are 
transported to any other spot on the globe that 
be designated by his family and there given bur­ 
ial with military honors, 
All this is at the ex­ 
pense of the government, for the glory of the 
dead and the consolation of his family. 


Finally, the government is marking the graves 
and placing monuments over the remains of the 
Confederate soldiers who died in the northern 
prisons and hospitals during the Civil war. 


W herever any man dies for whom it can be 
shown that he ever served in ' the United States 
army or navy, the Federal, government stands 
ready to furnish for his grave a headstone o f . 
marble neatly inscribed with his name and indi­ 
cating his military service. 
The government has 
a large contract with a firm in Massachusetts to 
furnish these headstones. 
Under the contract 
20,000 such headstones were delivered last year. 
An average of 35,000 a year have been so deliv­ 
ered for the last score of years. 
Since this pol­ 
icy of m arking the graves of the military dead 
was inaugurated in 
1S73 there have probably 
been 500.000 stones that have gone forth and 
which are today standing over the graves of 
men who once fought for their country. 
The na­ 
tion is willing and anxious to continue their dis­ 
tribution of monuments free 
of 
charge, 
with 
freight paid to any point. 
It is hoped that event­ 
ually every grave of every soldier will be marked 
with a stone that will survive forever. 


The graves of all soldiers and sailors who are 
buried In 
national cemeteries are so marked 
when the identity of the individual is known. 
There are some 80 such cemeteries with a total 
of 300.000 men burled in them. 
Ihit of this great 
aggregate of assembled dead of the military there 
are 154,000 buried beneath the slab of the "un­ 
know n/’ 
There are acres and acres of these 
white headstones that mark the graves of soldiers 
whose identity was never established 
At Fred­ 
ericksburg, Va., there is another 12,0u0 graves of 
men whose mothers never knew where they rest­ 
ed. 
There are 9,000 of them at Memphis; 12.000 
at Salisbury, N. C ; 5,000 at Richmond; 4,000 at 
Nashville, and similar and smaller numbers scat­ 
tered over the country as a whole. 
At the great­ 
est of the national cemeteries, that at Arlington, 
opposite Washington. D. C , there Is a single great 
monument that m arks the burying place of 2,111 
unknown soldiers whose remains were gathered 
from the battlefields of Virginia. 


But the unknown population of the national 
cemeteries is to be prevented from largely in­ 
creasing. 


Today when a man is inspected for active duty 
a metal tag of identification is a part of his 
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equipment. 
When men go into the field of active 
service each wears about his neck a piece of 
tape, and hung upon that tape there is a metal 
tag which contains his name, the branch of the 
service to which he belongs and his particular 
regiment and company. 
This tag is made of 
aluminum and the lettering is stamped into it. 
It is practically indestructible. If a man is killed 
in battle'he mtfy always be identified. 


When the identity of the individual has been 
established 
the 
department 
will 
communicate 
with his relatives. 
If they desire his remains, 
these will be prepared for transportation to the 
old home. 
They will be brought back to his own 
people to be burled as they wish. 
All expenses 
will be borne by the federal government. 
If >the 
relatives of the dead soldier or sailor prefer 
that he be buried in a national cemetery they 
may so order, and the orders will be carried out 
to the letter. 


T'here are the men who have died in the Philip­ 
pines, for instance. None of these are left to rest 
in this foreign, tropic land. 
All are eventually 
sent back to the states. 
Relatives are informed 
of their coming. 
They may order the disposition 
of the remains as they see fit. 
In case there Is 
no call for the remains of the Philippine vet­ 
eran, his body is interred in the national ceme­ 
tery at San Francisco and duly marked. 


During the Civil war there were great numbers 
of Confederate soldiers taken prisoners and held 
in northern prisons. 
Many of these died in these 
prisons, and many others, suffering from wounds 
and disease, died in the hospitals of the £Jnion 
forces 
Two years ago the federal government 
appropriated $200,000 to m ark the graves of 
these Confederate soldiers. 
That money is now 
being expended. 
Tha task is practically com­ 
pleted. 
The Confederate dead are 
thus 
being 
honored in the land from which came their ene­ 
mies in the monster conflict. 


At many of the prisons the dead Confederates 
were buried separately, and their graves were 
marked with their names. 
In these cases the 
graves are being permanently marked with head­ 
stones of a design different from those used for 
the Union troops, but in no way less imposing. 
There is the cemetery at Elmira, N. Y., for 
instance. 
The resting place of the Confederate 
dead at that point is no less beautiful nor well 
cared for than are an? of the national ceme­ 
teries. 


But in most instances it was found that the 
dead had been buried in trenches, as were most 
of the dead on both sides in that war. 
Here it 
is impossible to identify the individual remains,* 
but the names of all the men btiried in given 
trenches are to be found in the records of the 
prison. 
In such cases one imposing monument 
n- erected over the spot and the names of all the 
dead resting there are inscribed upon it. 
Such 
a monument has been erected at Camp Douglas, 
Chicago, and upon it are names of 4,275 Confed­ 
erates. 
At Point Lookout are the remains of 
3,300 prisoners who died, and their resting place 
has been marked by a similar # monument. 
The 
same course is being followed at Finns Point, 
N. J.; at Alton, 111.; at Camp Morton, Ind., and at 
Camp Chase, Columbus, O. 
All such burying 
grounds were marked by Jan, 1, 1912, and the 
commission appointed for that purpose disbanded. 


The federal government has taken no action 
toward marking the graves of Confederate sol­ 
diers other than those who died in northern pris­ 
ons and hospitals. 
But throughout the south the 
various organizations, such as the United Con­ 
federate Veterans and the Daughters of the Con­ 
federacy. have given ample recognition to the 
men who died for the southern cause. 
Their 
bodies have been gathered in special cemeteries, 
monuments have been built in their honor and 
their graves have been appropriately marked. 


In the south on Memorial day there are often 
enacted scenes that are even more touching than 
those in oUier sections, for there the veterans of 
both causes, those who jvore the blue and those 
who wore the gray, join hands in honoring the 
military dead. 
Oftentimes the uniforms of the 
two .causes, worn by men in the very eventide 
of life, are in evidence and old animosities are 
buried in a realization of the valor of both com­ 
batants and the fact that each fought for a cause

Cells Drip With Moisturs and Are In ­

Vermin — Morals 
the 
W orst 
Feature— Graft

Waste 
Alleged— Colonel 8cott Flayed. 


Albany.—“Stories of torture of pris­ 
oners in the middle ages sound like de­ 
scriptions of luxuries in comparison to 
the tales that have been told mo of the 
lives that some of the prisoners in Sing 
Sing live.” 


This indictment of New York state’s 
oldest penal institution is embodied In 
the report made by George W. Blake 
of New York, a special commissioner 
appointed by Governor Sulzer to inves­ 
tigate prison affairs. 


The worst feature—that dealing with 
the morals of the convicts—Mr. Blake 
says cannot be discussed in a pubUc 
document, but should be called to the 
immediate attention of those compe­ 
tent to deal with the situation. 


The investigator describes conditions 
as “frightful.” Tho prison cells, ho 
says, are dark, small, damp, filthy and 
Infested with vermin. 
In them men 
contract rheumatism and go out crip­ 
pled for life. Into none of the cells on 
the lower tiers has a ray of sunshine 
entered for eighty years. 


The report opens with a bitter attack 
on Warden Kennedy and on Colonel 
Joseph F. Scott, who was removed as 
superintendent of state prisons by Gov­ 
ernor Sulzer after he had refused to 
appoint Charles F. Ratigan warden of

go river steamer on which he was a 
passenger.

Of all trying col­ 
ors, yellow is probably the most dead­ 
ly enemy to the average woman’s com­ 
plexion. 
The worst of it is that the 
new shades are so wonderful and pal­ 
pitating that women who never before 
cared for yellow are being fascinated 
now. 


If yellow is adopted for a corsage it 
is absolutely essential—except in ex­ 
tremely rare cases—that It be separat- 
ed from the face by an ameliorating 
zoue of some more becoming color or 
combination of colors. With the pres- 
ent evening gowns this is easily accom­ 
plished, for the skirt material plays 
almost no role in the transparent chif­ 
fon or lace corsage. But in the after­ 
noon or tailored frocks the problem 1b 
serious. Mustard-colored ratine, 
for 
example, may have other things to 
recommend it, but it certainly is not 
becoming to one woman in a thousand. 


Tailored Silk Suits. 


Silk fabrics in Bedford cord, cote de 
cheval, ratine, canvas and tussor are 
to be seen. The coats are either curi­ 
ously designed short ones, elaborate 
modifications of the Russian blouse, 
godet coats, or hip-length ones very 
slightly cut away in front. 


Belted coats with godets, or else 
with the fulness made by plaiting the 
lower part on at the waistline, were 
a feature of some of the most attrac­ 
tive models. 
Tunic effects were con­ 
spicuous in the coats, as well as decid­ 
edly prominent in afternoon and even­ 
ing costumes. 


Some of the short coats evoke a 
murmur of admiration, but, as a rule, 
the longer ones seem to please better. 
And yet, if Paris has its way, the 
short coat will be extremely fashion­ 
able for dressy models. 
The French­ 
women who help the couturiers in 
launching the styles have unqualified­ 
ly accepted the bolero, which is the 
general name for all these short coats, 
just as “Russian blouse” is the general 
name for almost every variety of belt­ 
ed coat. 


In the dry goods trade it is common 
talk that the demand for 
silks 
this 
year is greater than it has been for a 
number of seasons. 
Not only is the 
quantity greater, but the 
variety of 
kinds used is almost unprecedented. 
One can see the reason for it in every 1 
display of gowns. The immense popu­ 
larity of the silk suits contributes to 
this demand, but the afternoon gowns 
in silk are so unusually interesting 
that they have been very successful. 


Those exhibited the other day were 
in taffetas, tussor, charmeuse, crepe, or 
crepe voile, with one or two in brocade 
poplin and in foulard. Taffetas, tussor 
and charmeuse were in the lead. Which 
moves one to comment once more on 
the partiality which the great Paris 
dressmakers have shown this spring 
for a fabric which, so far, has failed to 
excite the popular enthusiasm here 


At any rate the 
enthusiasm 
has 
been reserved for the appearance of 
the new soft taffeta. 
The charm o f, 
this fabric and its appropriateness as : 
a material for the universal separate 
coat have wron for it immediate favor 
with women who can afford elaborate 
wardrobes. But whether the rank and j 
fiJ.e will take up even the new weaves 
of taffetas is doubtful. 
Tussor is an­ 
other silk which has 
had 
compara­ 
tively litle attention here, 
although 
in the early news from Paris the all- 
powerful Callot was reported to be 
vsing Jt. 


Use of Chiffon. 


These surely must be happy days 
for the makers of chiffon. 
It seems 
as if there is scarcely a costume in 
which it does not play a more or less 
important part. One of the very love­ 
liest dresses shown was of pale mauve ‘ 
chiffon. 
Of course, the greater part j 
of .the waist was of net and shadow i 
lace, but otherwise 
there 
was 
no 
trimmings except a picot edge on the 
chiffon. 
The drapery, however, was 
wonderful. 
It was brought up to the 
waist in the middle of the front in 
many long, soft folds. 
These were 
tucked up under the belt so that the . 
ends show'ed above it in almost a 
ruilie, which 
wras 
bound with 
tur­ 
quoise blue silk. 


These contrasting bindings were a 
conspicuous detail in 
many of 
the 
gowns 
exhibited. 
Sometimes 
they 
were in black or beige, or 
turquoise 
on pale gray, or white on a silk Bed* I 
Cord cord in which the ribs were rose ‘ 
and white alternately. 
The bindings

Unobtrusive Slashes. 


Many of the skirts showed a slash 
of greator or less degree -generally 
less. 
Often these cuts were only a 
few Inches deep 
They were frankly 
cut out of the hem of 
the breadth, 
not formed by overlapping draperies. 
In some of the trained evening gowns 
there wore Jong 
splits 
where 
the 
; drapery crossed m front, and 
these 
showed the leg, In walking, almost to 
the knee. 


A tailored suit in dark blue serge 
had two row’s of buttons and button­ 
holes from the waist to tho hem; one 
at the opposite side, toward tho back.

I Frank Lcrcw Takes His Lifc^ 
J, Fnmk Lercw, aged 45 years, a form- 
er resident of Bermudian, this county, 
was found dead with bis throat cut and a 
razor by his side in his home, at Harris- 
bunc, Monday, by a detective who was 
hunting him with a warrant. 
Lerow had 
been threatening for several weeks to kill 
himself, and Monday morning he threat- 
ened to murder his wife and two daught- 
ers.

KMOIIIAL DAY this year will wit- 
ness the perfecting of the nation's 
plans 
for 
honoring 
her 
military 
dead. 
It will see the final fruiting 
of a national, official sympathy with 
the bereaved 
who have lost 
sons, 
brothers and 
sweethearts in 
their 
country's service. 
It will witness the final results 
of the nation's attempts to do all things possible 
for those bereaved and for the memory of the 
dead. 
It is a big task, and thé manner of Us 
accomplishment Is the story of a tribute paid to 
one of the noblest sentiments that has ever been 
lodged in the breasts of a people. 


In that attempt, since 1900, for instance, the 
United ^States government has supplied free of 
charge 350.000 headstones to mark the graves of 
soldiers and sailors who have done her service. 
To the cemeteries of the great cities, to those 
of the quiet hamlet, to those on the borderlands 
of 
civilization, 
these 
headstones 
have 
gone. 
This Memorial day they offer themselves to a 
scattered multitude as fitting places for the be- 
stowal of floral wreaths. 
The unmarked graves, 
through the efforts of the government, are grow- 
ing fewer. 


In the national cemeteries alone there are the 
remains of 154,000 unknown heroes who have met 
death in the defense of their country, and who 
must, because of the loss of their identity, be 
denied individual recognition. Yet the nation has 
exhausted every resource in attempting to find 
the names of these heroic dead. 
The very futil- 
ity of these deaths, from the standpoint of the 
credit received by the men as Individuals, calls 
forth a sentimental appreciation of their service 
that overshadows that accorded the men with the 
handsomest monuments. 
The unknown are being 
relnterred 
In sacred 
ground, their graves 
are 
being kept green and great monuments are being 
erected to them, collectively. 


Every effort Is being made to prevent the re- 
currence In the future of the tragedy of the "un- 
known" grave. 
At the war department 
army 
regulations have been drafted and put into execu- 
tion that are so rigid that In the future It will be 
impossible for the soldier who fights for his coun- 
try to fall of Identification wherever he may fall. 


Above all this, the government has developed 
a system of careful and generous disposition of 
the remains of the dead soldier or sailor that 
offers the greatest possible recompense to the 
aggrieved and the best possible chance for the 
perpetuation 
of the 
memory of the 
gloriously 
dead, for the remains of any man who dies in 
the service, wherever his end may come, are 
transported to any other spot on the globe that 
be designated by his family and there given bur- 
ial with military honors, 
All this is at the ex- 
pense of the government, for the glory of the 
dead and the consolation of his family. 


Finally, the government Is marking the graves 
and placing monuments over the remains of the 
Confederate soldiers who died In the northern 
prisons and hospitals during the Civil war. 


Wherever any man dies for whom It can be 
shown that he ever served In the United States 
army or navy, the Federal, government 
stands 
ready to furnish for his grave a headstone of. 
marble neatly Inscribed with his name and indi- 
cating his military service. 
The government has 
a large contract with a firm in Massachusetts to 
furnish these headstones. 
Under the 
contract 
20.000 such headstones were delivered last year. 
An average of 35.000 a year have been so deliv- 
ered for the last score of years. 
Since this pol- 
icy of marking the graves of the military dead 
was Inaugurated 
In 
1S73 there have 
probably 
been 500.000 stones that have gone forth and 
which are today 
standing over the graves of 
men who once fought for their country. 
The na- 
tion is willing and anxious to continue their dis- 
tribution of monuments free 
of 
charge, 
with 
freight paid to any point. 
It Is hoped that event- 
ually every grave of every soldier will be marked 
with a stone that will survive forever. 


The graves of all soldiers and sailors who are 
buried 
In national 
cemeteries 
are 
so 
marked 
when 
the Identity of the Individual is known. 
There are some SO such cemeteries with a total 
of 300.000 men burled In them. 
I3ut of this great 
aggregate of assembled dead of the military there 
are 154,000 burled beneath the slab of the "un- 
known." 
There are acres and acres of 
these 
white headstones that mark the graves of soldiers 
whose identity was never established 
At Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., there Is another 12.0U0 graves of 
men whose mothers never knew where they rest- 
ed. 
There are 9.000 of them at Memphis; 32.000 
at Salisbury. N. C : 5.000 at Richmond: 4,000 at 
Nashville, and similar and smaller numbers scat- 
tered over the country as a whole. 
At the great- 
est of the national cemeteries, that at Arlington, 
opposite Washington. D. C . there is a single great 
monument that marks the burying place of 2.311 
unknown soldiers whose remains were gathered 
from the battlefields of Virginia. 


But the unknown 
population of the national 
cemeteries is to be prevented from largely in- 
creasing. 


Today when a man is inspected for fictive duty 
a metal tag of Identification is a part of his 
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equipment. 
When men go into the field of active 
service each wears about his neck a piece of 
tape, and hung upon that tape there is a metal 
tag which contains his name, the branch of the 
service to which he belongs and his particular 
regiment and company. 
This tag is made of 
aluminum and the lettering is stamped into it. 
It is practically indestructible. 
If a man is killed 
In battle'he m£fy always be Identified, 


When the Identity of the individual has been 
established 
the 
department 
will 
communicate 
with his relatives. 
If they desire his remains, 
these will be prepared for transportation to the 
old home. 
They will be brought back to his own 
people to be burled as they wish. 
All expenses 
will be borne by the federal government. 
If xthe 
relatives of the dead soldier or sailor 
prefer 
that he be burled In a national cemetery they 
may so order, and the orders will be carried out 
to the letter. 


T'here are the men who have died in the Philip- 
pines, for Instance. 
None of these are left to rest 
In this foreign, tropic land. 
All are eventually 
sent back to the states. 
Relatives are Informed 
of their coming. 
They may order the disposition 
of the remains as they see fit. In case there is 
no call for the remains of the Philippine vet- 
eran, his body is Interred In the national ceme- 
tery at San Francisco and duly marked. 


During the Civil war there were great numbers 
of Confederate soldiers taken prisoners and held 
in northern prisonn. 
Many of these died In these 
prisons, and many others, suffering from wounds 
and disease, died In the hospitals of the Union 
forces 
Two years ago the federal government 
appropriated 
$200,000 to mark 
the 
graves of 
these Confederate soldiers. 
That money is now 
being expended. 
Tha task Is practically com- 
pleted. 
The Confederate dead are 
thus 
being 
honored in the land from which came their ene- 
mies in the monster conflict. 


At many of the prisons the dead Confederates 
were burled separately, and their graves 
were 
marked with their names. 
In these cases the 
graves are being permanently marked with head- 
stones of a design different from those used for 
the Union troops, but in no way less imposing. 
There Is the cemetery 
at Elmira, 
N. Y., for 
instance. 
The resting place of the Confederate 
dead at that point is no less beautiful nor well 
cared for than are an^ of the national 
ceme- 
teries. 


But in most Instances it was found that the 
dead had been burled In trenches, as \vere most 
of the dead on both sides in that war. 
Here it 
is Impossible to Identify the Individual remains,» 
but the names of all the men bûried in given 
trenches are to be found in the nicords of the 
prison. 
In such cases one imposing monument 
ii- erected over the spot and the names of all the 
dead resting there are inscrlbe(J upon it. 
Such 
a monument has been erected at Camp Douglas, 
Chicago, and upon it are names of 4,275 Confed- 
erates. 
At Point Lookout are the remains of 
3,300 prisoners who died, and their resting place 
has been marked by a similar, monument. 
The 
same course is being followed at Finns Point, 
N. J.; at Alton. III.; at Camp Morton, Ind., and at 
Camp Chase. Columbus, 0. 
All such 
burylag 
grounds were marked by Jan, 1, 1932, and the 
commission appointed for that purpose disbanded. 


The federal government has taken no action 
toward marking the graves of Confederate sol- 
diers other than those who died In northern pris- 
ons and hospitals. 
But throughout the south the 
various organizations, such as the United Con- 
federate Veterans and the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. have given ample recognition to the 
men who died for the southern cause. 
Their 
bodies have been gathered in special cemeteries, 
monuments have been built in their honor and 
their graves have been appropriately marked. 


In the south on Memorial day there are often 
enacted scenes that are even more touching than 
those in other sections, for there the veterans of 
both causes, those who wore the blue and those 
who wore the gray, Join hands in honoring the 
military dead. 
Oftentimes the uniforms of the 
two .causes, worn by men in the very eventide 
of life, are in evidence and old animosities are 
burled in a realization of the valor of both com- 
batants and the fact that each fought for a cause 
he ûeeuxH^ù the right. 


AMID SOMBER COLORS 


SEVENTIETH CENTURY WIDOW'S 
PERIOD OF MOURNlNQi 
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But everywhere under the Stars and Stripes on 
Memorial day there is an outpouring of those 
who pay homage to the soldier dead. 
Every- 
where is evidenced the thoroughness and effi- 
ciency of the nation's attempt to take care of its 
dead and assure the perpetuation of the name 
and the credit of the martial hero. 


Twelve freight trains of 25 cars each would 
be required to haul the money in 20-dollar gold 
pieces that this nation has paid out in pensions 
to the veterans of the Civil war. 
Ten freight 
cars would be required to haul the money in gold 
'that the nation pays to its veterans in a single 
year. 
These amounts promise to be greatly aug- 
mented by legislation now pending before con- 
gress. 


The pension office in Washington Is the pri- 
mary monument in honor of the old soldier. 
It 
was built with the particular idea iq mind of 
furnishing a clearing house for the 
gratuities 
which the government extends to him. 
It is the 
largest building ever erected by the federal gov- 
ernment The maintenance of the pension service 
alone in its handling of the sums that go to the 
pensioners cost the government $2,650,000 last 
year. 
The net sums paid out in pensions has 
during 
the 
last 
few 
years 
amounted 
around 
$160.000,000 annually. 


This appropriation 
would mean a couple of 
dollars to every man. "voman and child in the 
nation. 
Indirectly every man, woman and child 
contributes a couple of dollars to i t 


The government has expended in pensions to 
date for all the wars of the past a little over 
$4,000.000.000. 
Of this $3,000.000.000 was received 
by Civil war veterans. 
Four billion dollars is an 
enormous amount of money. 
There is at present 
In the United States, including all the gold, silver 
and paper money in all the treasuries, 
banks, 
wallets and old socks, but $3,556.000,000. 
This 
is to say, there is not enough 
money 
in 
the 
United States today to pay, at a single time, the 
pensions that the Civil war veterans have re- 
ceived. 
So. in the course 
of 
drawing 
their 
stipends It is evident that the pensions have at 
one time oy another had all the money there is. 
There is but $1,750,000.000 In gold coin In the 
United States. There Is not half enough gold coin 
in existence to have paid these pensions had the 
call come all at once. 
The government has paid 
out altogether 250 carloads of gold coin in pen- 
sions. 
All its gold might have been used two 
and one-half times over In the process. 
If this 
twelve tralnloads of gold were loaded at once it 
would require but nine additional tralnloads to 
haul the balance of the gold coin of the world. 


These pensions are paid quite cheerfully. There 
Is hardly a dissenting voice in congress when a 
proposal to increase pensions Is Introduced. 
The 
people approve of the action. 
They worship at 
the shrine of the martial hero and are willing at 
all times to be taxed that 
he 
may 
be 
given 
further pittances. 


The pension appropriation Is the largest Indi- 
vidual Item when, each year, congress makes up 
the 
list 
of 
governmental 
expenditures. 
Yet 
scarcely a voice is raised in disclaimer. 
Admin- 
istrations may lay heavy stress upon the pro- 
gram of economy, but no suggestion is ever made 
that the pension roll* be cut 
When 
measures 
of pension Increases are brought before congress 
not even the Democrats vote against them. When 
investigating 
committees 
go 
roaming 
through 
government departments In search of 
financial 
leaks the pension office is clear-listed and 
no 
questions are asked. 
The veteran and his pen- 
sion are held sacred. 


When the question Is raised as to who shall 
secure position under Uncle Sam, the veteran is 
again given the^ advantage. 
In the civil service, 
in the first place, the age limit is removed from 
the old soldier. 
Be his age what it may, the 
positions are all open to him. 
In the eramlna- 
tlons that must be taken under civil service rules 
the veteran need secure an average of but C5, 
while the civilian must rate at least 70.

At a time when beds and bedsteads 
were regarded as eacred possessions 
worthy to be bequeathed there was 
one dreadful bed which was no doubt 
the pride as well as the burden of the 
seventeenth century housewife. 


This was the "mourning bed," hung 
entirely in black, probably black vel- 
vet, not even the sheets in the case 
cf a widow being permitted 
to be 
white, and the walls of the room and 
all the furniture were draped in an 
equally gloomy fashion. 


It was not until the close of the 
century that a young widow in the 
country v/as permitted to have a white 
sheet because she was ill and could 
not bear the black cloth! 


Mourning was and continued to be 
a very expensive matter, since it was 
the custom to send it to ajl intimate 
friends as well as to near relations. 
Lady Sussex, with the 
great 
good 
sense she displayed in practical mat- 
ters, twice refused "blakes" (blacks) 
from the Verneys during the . Civil 
war because she knew they could not 
afford it. and alleging as her reason 
that she was living quietly at Gor- 
hambury and seeing nobody, writes 
Rose M. Bradley in 
The 
Englis'i 
Housewife of 
the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury. 


"It was also the habit to leud the 
mourning bed round the family and 
among neighbors, for it was not to be 
supposed that every household could 
boast so proud a possession." 


Another household 
custom 
which 
time and advancing civilization hap- 
pily abolished is described 
as 
fol- 
lows: 


"In the Tudor kitchens a dog was 
ingeniously trained to turn the 'roas- 
ter,' by running round the inside of a 
wheel, upon the same principle that 
a captive squirrel revolves in its cage. 


"To incite him to this form of ex- 
ercise the poor dog had a hot coal ap- 
plied to his heels—a penalty which 
was repeated if he showed any dsire 
to slacken—and when we consider the 
size of the joints in those days? he 
must have been often both hurt and 
astonished at the length of this un- 
coiïifortable run. 


"The poor turnspit, with his long 
body and crooked, but powerful, legs, 
continued ac this sad ' and 
arduous 
duty in many houses until far into the 
eighteenth century, when he was re- 
lieved by the invention of the smoke- 
jack." 


One obtains an impression here and 
there that no mean portion of domes- 
tic life in those days was consumed 
in the preparation and administration 
of homemade medicines and possets. 
"We have heard of a nurse who poul- 
ticed a lady for temper."

Machine "Cans" Music Instantly. 
A music roll perforating 
machine 
that stamps out any kind of 
music 
from ragtime to the 
n^ost. difficult 
classics, and upon which a 
person 
may play a piece of music offhand 
and take the record immediately to 
the automatic player 
for 
reproduc- 
tion, is on exhibition in San 
Fran- 
cisco. 


The machine, which 
cost 
nearly 
13,000 to build, is attached 
to 
an 
ordinary 
piano 
by 
eighty 
rubber 
tubes, corresponding to the number 
of notes on the instrument 


As the musician plays a piece of 
music the keys of 
the 
instrument 
cause slots to be cut in a roll of pa- 
per known as the ''nfiaster record," 
which automatically unwinds from the 
machine as the playing continues. 


The slots are made instantly and 
the master record, which is ready for 
reproduction as soon as the 
player 
strikes the last key, m a y b e ;?assed 
through duplicating machinery which 
produces 100 forty-foot 
records 
an 
hour. 


The operation of the machine is so 
simple that a great musician 
could 
sit down to the piano and composo 
a sonata, and when he had 
finished 
it a child could reproduce it exactly 
on an automatic player.

*'Seed" sponges are cut into 
small 
pieces, and, after having fieen at- 
tached by wiring or spindle to cir-

cement blocks, 
are dropped or lowered 
(depending 
upon the depth) to rest on the ocean 
bottom, where they remain for a year 
or two, until they reach a size proper 
for commercial purposes. 
They are 
then taken by the ho®k, when new 
cuttings are attached and the cement 
blocks let down again. 


Another method was to string them 
on a wire held horizontal by stakes* 
driven in the bottom. 
In doing this, 
however, various 
difficulties arose.

made through them, and destroyed the

UNKARTII OLD MUDER STORY» 
A myfitory Burrounding tho doath of 
Mrn. Klizabp.th Cookerly, who was found 
inurdortnl in a bonse occupied by Joaeph 
Key6, on 8outh Mountahi, and tho disap* 
pearancG of Keys, is believed to be solv* 
(h! by the appearance of Koy&in Virginia. 
The crime was committed 27 years ago, 
and, at tho time, caused considerable ex- 
citemcMit. 
In 
the spring of 1880 Airs, 
Uookerly was found murdered 
in 
the 
houee of Joseph 
Keys, 
a resident of 
Brownsville. Mrs. Cookerly formerly liv- 
ed in ¡Mont Alto, where her husband died 
and the people of the community built 
hor 11 Hinali home 
There Keys visited 
her aiiii one nii?iit the house burned to 
the grouml. 
Then Mrs. Cookerly, with 
lier three children, went to Brownsville 
and made her home with Keys. 
She had 
been there but a few weeks when she 
came to a violent death and Keys disap 
pearefl. 
It was generally believed that 
he had caused her death. 
A number of 
ofHcials hunted him, but could not appre* 
bend him. 
Men who knew Keys said 
they saw him more than once in wood- 
land in the neighborhood of Brownsville, 
but no one ever gave him up to justice or 
reported his presence to the officers in 
time for them to catch him. 
While rid- 
ing along the road one day in the vicini- 
ty where the crime had been committed, 
Chas Cremer. editor of the Waynesboro 
Record, had his attention called to the 
appearance of Keys in the underbrush, 
but before Cremer could turn his bead, 
Keys disappeared. A few days ago mem- 
bers of tne.State Constabulary, stationed 
at Mont Alto, rei^orted that they had re* 
ceived word that Keys had been located 
in Virginia, his old home.

This indictment of New York state's 
oldest penal institution Is embodied In 
the report made by George W. Blake 
of New York, a special commissioner 
appointed by Governor Sulzer to Inves- 
tlffate prison affairs. 


The worst feature—that dealins: with 
the morals of the convicts—Mr. Blake 
says cannot be discussed in a public 
document, but should be called to the 
immediate attention of those compe- 
tent to deal with the situation. 


The investigator describes conditions 
as "frightful." 
Tho prigon cells, ho 
says, are dark, small, damp, filthy and 
infested with vermin. 
In them men 
contract rheumatism and go out crip- 
pled for life. Into none of the cells on 
the lower tiers has a ray of sunshine 
entered for eighty years. 


The report opens with a bitter attack 
on Warden Kennedy and on Colonel 
Joseph F. Scott, who was removed as 
superintendent of state prisons by Gov- 
ernor Sulzer after he had refused to 
appoint Charles F. Ratigan warden of
